Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—[Spe- 
dalJ—With a warning of the possible 
dangers of hastily committing the 
United States to a Utopian league of 
nations to enforce peace, Senator Knox 
of Pennsylvania, formerly secretary 
of state, propounded to the senate to- 
day a new American doctrine in inter- 
pational affairs. 

Holding that Washington's caution 
egeinst entangling foreign alliances 
should not militate against a close as- 
sociation of the United States and 
other great nations for world welfare, 
and that his proposal would strengthen 
the Monroe doctrine, the senator enun- 
cated his mew doctrine thus: 

- "Ifa situation should arise in which 
any power or combination of powers 
should @irectly or indirectly menace 
the freedom and peace of Europe, the 
Vaited States would regard such situa- 
don with grave concern as a menace 
t own freefom and peace and 
vould tonsult with other powers 
Mfetted with a view to concerted ac- 
tion for the removal of such menace.”' 
| The Pennsylvania senator spoke in 
support of his resolution proposing to 
place the senate on record as favoring 
the postponement of consideration of a 
league of nations and the freedom of 
the seas question until after the 
settlement of the immediate issues of 
the great war at the forthcoming 
peace conference. The senate, in 
which opposition to a league of nations 
is considerable, gave close attention 
to his address.

New York, Dec. 18.—[{Special.]—A 
vivid story of the sinking of the 
United States transport Ophir on Nov. 
11 is told in a letter from one of the 
vessel’s seamen to his brother here. 
The letter tells how signals for help 
sent up by the officers and men of 
! the burning transport, fellowing an ex- 
'plosion of T. N. T., which killed two 
men, were mistaken for a peace cele- 
bration by the men aboard English 
vessels in the harbor, who shot off 


rockets in recognition, but failed to 


come to the Ophir’s assistance. The 
sinking occijrred off Gibraltar. 

The Ophir left New York on Oct. 21 
with a cargo of T. N. T. qnd gasoline 
for Italy, with a large number of sol- 
diers aboard, who were to be landed 
at Marseilles. Instead of landing, the 
troops at Marseilles the Ophir put 
into the harbor of Gibraltar on Nov. 
8, where the soldiers were transferred 
to an English vessel. . 

Fire in Forward Hold. 

Heading toward Italy, the troop ship 
again put to sea and all weat well 
until the secand day out. A fire was 
then discovered in one of the forward 
holds and every piece of available fire 
fighting apparatus aboard the vessel 
was brought into play. The flames 
gained rapid headway and it was de 
cided to make a speedy return to the 
harbor of Gibraltar.

AMERICAN NAVY 
HARD TO EQUAL, 


British Admiral Says U. S. 
Sea Forces Broke 
German Hopes. 


LONDON, Dec. 18—The American’ 
battleship squadron attached to the 
British grand fleet displayed a spirit 
of true comradeship throughout its 
period of service, declared Admiral Sir 
David Beatty, the commander-in-chief 
of the grand fleet, in a farewell ad- 
dress on board the U. 8S. S. New York 
on Dec. 1, the day the squadron was 
detached from the grand fleet. All 
hands had been called to muster on the 
forecastle to hear Admiral Beatty. 

After thanking the American officers 
and men for their codperation, Sir 
David remarked that both the British 
and the Americans were disappointed 
at not having been able to meet the 
German fleet. He declared that the 
day the German fleet surrendered was’ 
“a pitiful day to see.” Sir David said 
he always had had misgivings that 
the Germans would never come out 
for a finish fight, and these misgivings 
had been strengthened by the coming 
of the American squadron.

“YT could not let the Sixth battle 
squadron go without coming on board 
and saying something of what I feel 
at this moment of your departure,” Sir 
David said. “I had intended to ask 
Admiral Rodman to permit me to say 
something to the representatives of 
all the ships of the ‘Sixth battle squad- 
ron on board his flagship, but the exi- 
gencies of the service have not per- 


‘mitted it. Therefore, as Admiral] Rod- 
man has suggested, what I say to you

NAVY ASKS FOR 
ENLISTED TOTAL 
217,000 MEN 


Officer Tells of Long 
Chance U. S. Fleet Took 


as War Started. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—Legis- 
lation authorizing increase of the per- 
manent enlisted strength of the navy 
from 131,000 men to 217,000 was rec- 
ommended to the house naval affairs 
committee today by Capt. H. Laning, 
acting chief of the bureau of naviga- 


This would include 175,000 seamen, 
24,000 apprentice seamen and firemen 
in training, 12,000 in trade schools for 
training, and 6,000 in the flying corps. 

All of America’s naval forces over- 
seas cannot be brought home before 
Jan. 1, 1920, at the earliest, the com- 
mittee was told. 


Admit Reserve Officers, 


Capt. Laning submitted a bill under 
which officers of the temporary and 
naval force might be commissioned in 
the regular navy after passing exam- 
inations, and also to enable enlisted 
men in the temporary and naval re- 
serve force to retnlist in the regular 
army. 

“At the start of the war the navy 
was pitifully unprepared,” Capt. Laning 
said,

More Evidence Revealed. 


Another bit of evidence which the 
Muskegon authorities believe will help 
fasten on Piper the murder of Miss 
Weichman is an anonymous letter 
which came to the sheriff a few months 
after the girl’s body was dug up out 
of the sandy grave in the clump of 
pines. 
This letter was mailed in Molton, 
twenty-two miles from Muskegon, on 
Aug. 7, two months after the body 
was found. It was investigated with- 
out result and remained a mystery 
until the revelations of Piper’s dlleged 
connection with the case. The letter 
in a printed, disguised hand, reads: 
“Louis Ruprecht. knows who mur- 
dered that lady on Cedar Spring road, 
and Dick Ruprecht is in on it, too. 
They picked her'up on Apple street 
with a Studebaker car and maltreated 
her. She fought hard, but Louis hit 
her. All three boys, [Ruprecht boys] 
are in it, 
“My motorcycle did not work good, 
or I might have seen her buried, I 
followed them as far as Halfway house, 
and then it [the motorcycle] played out 
and I had to walk six miles back. She 
was fighting the last I saw of them.”

The police point out that it was a 
Studebaker automobile that Piper 
owned, and are working on the theory 
that Piper wrote,the.letter to throw 
the authorities off any trail that might 
lead to him.

The United States senate is the final authority, 
and just now the least considered one, in American 
treaty making. It represents the closest associa- 
tion which makers of American international policy 
have with the will and sympathy and opinion of 
the people. It reaehes decisions whieh are con-

RAILROADS AND NATIONAL 
VITALITY. 

Preéminently important to the middle west is 
the establishment of competent railroad service. 
And it seems not unreasonable to hope for a 
settlement that will be just and equitable to the 
roads, the government and the people, 

The middle west can no more do without roads 
or without serviceable and useful roads than can 
@ seaport community without Its harbors. Rail- 
roads are the very arteries of this great neighbor- 


. fare is endangered ; with them we maintain inter- 


hood; if they function clumsily the general wel- 


course with all the communities of the nation and 
of the world. 
- We have been shown that there are three 
methods by which the people may continue in their 
relations’ with the roads, by government owner- 
ship, by government control, and by private 
ownership and co 1 as heretofore. Which of 
these lends itself most readily to the purposes of 
the three interests associated—that is, the people, 
the government and the owners—it now becomes 
the mission of congress and the executive to 
determine. 
President Wilson finds himself unprepared to 
deliver a verdict at this time, and so he has de- 
posited the problem with congress; but with the

Our diplomatic representatives ‘are in closer 
touch with foreign influence and thought than with 


national influence and thought, and the senate is. 


Close to the nation and far removed from foreign 
strategy, tactics, policies, and influence... 

Because of this the senate tends to assert a 
national policy, although the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of the government may be outplayed 
by the diplomats of other governments, 

The senate as the final, even if at the present the 
ignored, treaty making authority of the United 
States is beginning to assért its right of discussion 
and it is altogether to the 's good that the 
genators by discussion and by a series of speeches 
should develop and outline the prevailing opinion 
in the senate with regard to the peace treaty which 
the American commissioners in France will take 
part in formulating. 

The development of senatorial opinion is begin- 
ning with declarations by Senator Simmons, chair- 
man ‘of the finance committee, in favor of the ¢ol- 
lection of an indemnity from Germany—the gov- 
ernment intent, as indicated, is that no bill will be 
presented; by declarations in favor of separate 
treatment of the league of nations and of freedom 
of the seas—the government intent being that these 
subjects shall be embraced in the negotiations and 
in the treaty. 

It is of the highest importance that the senate 
Suggest or declare its views and opinions. The 
senate not only has the authority to reject a treaty 
but it does exercise that authority. We may be 
perfectly certain that a treaty which does not, in 
the opinion of the senate, properly guard American 
interests will not be accepted, and rejection upon 
serious matters of policy or upon any issue might 
not only be embarrassing but dangerous. |

tion that the preetident is irtoueSmrith this opinion. 
The American commméasimers may proceed upon 
assumptions which have no justification and be 
guided by policies which will not be accepted. 

The particular peace terms of our European 
allies have been stated from time to time. It is 
in accord with European realism that each of the 
victorious natiéns except the United States pre- 
sents demands, or will present demands, in self- 
ffiterest, and in self-interest regarded as justifiable. 

These demands are not only for indemnity but 
they are for expansion and national gain—Euro- 
pean territory for France and Italy, colonies for 
Great Britain, France, and Italy, new domain and 
spheres of influence. 


The United States has not asked for any com-/i 
pensation for itself, but it i¢ probable that if the/ 


senate presses a demand that Germany shall render 
an accounting on the cost of the war to America 
the demand will meet popular approval. 

_ A popular inquiry why the United States of all 
the victors should not be reimbursed may arise, 
particularly if the treaty carries to other nations 
not only reimbursement in money but territoria] 
expansion. 

The government procedure of ignoring the treaty 
making authority of the country has Been unwise. 
The senate may be ignored now. It cannot be 
ignored later. “It can be ignored now to the later 
confusion of American purposes and to the con- 
fusion of the diplomats who have tried to declare 
American policies and have failed, and possibly to 
the confusion of Europe, which finds that the 
United States will not accept the treaty arrange- 
ments agreed upon. 

The senate cannot force itself now upon the 
peace conference. It cannot force itself ‘upon 
President Wilson. It cannot force a change in the 
ideas he may present to the peace conference as 
representing the intent of the United States. But 
the senate can, by developing its opinion and ideas, 
give an indication to all the nations of American 
policy as it will be declared by the body which in 
the end will declare it authoritatively. 


To allow the situation to develop without any 
_fmtimation from the real treaty makers of the 


United States as to their intent, purpose, or de- 
mands would be to invite all the troubles which

The 
public treasury has in many instances been re- 
garded as the trough for the snouts and feet of 
porcine contractors. and dealers in public neces 
sities. Profits have been taken‘from the state that 
would have been denied by the most profligate pri- 
vate industry. These things have had the effect

Gov. Lowden urges honestly built roads. He 
believes the people of Illin®is are entitled to their 
money's worth. . The value of this lies not alone 
in the proper completion of the highway project 
but in the confidence the voters will invest in 
future stat@ exploits. If the $60,000,000 bond issue | 
brings the state everything expected of it there, 
will be no hesitancy in voting other issues, and it 
will mean that in time the ‘state will have a road 
system second to none. 

Materiai dealers are asked by the governor to 
tote fair with the state, to take no unfair profits, 
If road materials suddenly rise to great heights it 
means that fewer miles of roads will be built and 
the bond issue will not fulfill the promises of its 
advocates. A disappointment of this sort will not}: 
only cause the present investment to suffer but 
it will Have an untoward effect on future public 
works. 

The governor’s warning should have an effect 
on all enterprises affecting the public purse. There 
should be an end of enormous profiteering by those 
who find the public money offered for their serv- 
ices. Certainly it is not universally true, but a 
few instances of mulcting distribute such an intol- 
erance of all state and municipal construction as 
to blight those that are honestly conceived. Chi- 
cago and Illinois are constantly requiring genera! 
approval of constructive policies. Therefore each 
bond issue should bring full value to the public.

FATHER’S CLOTHES. 
{New York World.) 

The discovery made by«<the bureau of statistics 
that in New York men spend more money on their’ 
clothes than women do tends to dissipate an old 
aspersion respecting feminine extravagance. From 
a study of the household budgets of 100 families 
possessing average incomes of $1,300, the bureau 
found that father’s wardrobe costs $73.17 a year, big 
brother’s $70.41, and sister’s $62.13, while mother’s 
allowance for suits, dresses, hats, coats, underwear, 
gloves, stockings, etc., is only $52.04. 

These are disillusioning figures. In the good old 
days when men wore velvet and silk costumes with 
lace trimmings their attire naturally matched wom- 
en's in costliness. In modern England the mascu- 
line wardrobe, what with sports-clothes, clothes for 
formal and lounge wear, silk hats and all, has been 
assumed to cost as much as the feminine wardrobe. 
In Berlin, tailors’ bills before the downfall of the 
military caste were more than the equal of dress. 
makers’, But the American husband and father has 
not been commonly regarded as a bird of plumage, 
If he is spending more for clothes than the women 
of*his family the reason must be found in the ne- 
cessity of presenting a neat appearance at the office 
and in the higher cost of the material for men’s 
clothing. Mere man, alas! cannot make himself pre- 
gentable in a shirt waist and a duck skirt. 

But are families with incomes of $1,300 spending 


scale a family with an income of $5,000 should spena 
$1,000 for clothes, which is believed to be above the 
average. If the figures are correct they iilusrate 
anew the disadvantage under which people of mod- 
erate means labor in keeping up appearances in the 
face of a mounting cost of living.

gether very well. I am disposed to think 
that the epidemic of influenza and the 
high pneumonia rate which is expected 
to follow it will not result in an in- 
crease of consumption, 

When, the epidemic was at its height 
in Chicago Health Commissioner Robert- 
son lgsitated about letting the inmates 
of the Municipal Tuberculosis sanitarium 
go off the grounds. to :gister lest they 
contract influenza and bring it back into 
the institution. It was thought at this 
time that consumptives were unusually 
subject to influenza. However, they were 
allowed to go. When the epidemic had 
passed by it was found that almost none 
of the approximately 1,000 inmates had 
had influenza. 

Mr. Minnick informs me that the in- 
mates of Edwards sanitarium likewise 
escaped. He is now making a study of 
the prevalence, or lack of™ prevalence 
rather, of influenza in tuberculosis hos- 
pitals. 

In 1890 Dr. Wickersham, health com- 
missioner of Chicago, wrote that the in- 
fluenza epidemic had greatly increased 
the prevalence of consumption and that 
the unusual preval@énce of the disease 
might be expected to continue for sev- 
eral years. Experience proved that Dr. 
Wickersham was wrong. In 1890 there 


were no tuberculosis sanitaria in this 
vicinity and consumption was not a re- 
portable disease. Dr. Wickersham, there- 
fore, could not get much basis for an 
opinion. The yearly reports of the Chi- 
cago health department show that. con- 
sumption was not unusually prevalent in 
1890 nor for several years thereafter. In 
fact, the consumption rate of the early 
‘90s lacked something of being as high 
as it was in the first few years of the 
present century. 

A few days since Dr. Frankel of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance company 
showed me a chart which indicated that 
the epidemic of 1890 did not cause any 
increase in consumption in those parts 
of the United States where they kept 
health records in 1890-1900. 

Both of these observations seem to show 
that consumptives are less liable to have 
influenza than other people are, that in- 
fluenza does not predispose to consump- 
tion, and that this epidemic of influenza 
will not result in an increase in con- 
sumption. Dr. Frankel and Mr. Min- 
nick will present the result of: their 
studies to the American Public Health 
association in Chicago Dec: 9-12, and 
that organization may or may not de- 
cide what the reason is.

Making Chicago Fit to Live In— 
Realizing on the Lake Front. Asset 


By millions upon millions of money 
the lake front park proposition in the 
scheme of the Chieago city plan is 
based not on what you will have to 
spend but on what you will certainly 
get. The immediate aspects of the 
proposition are based not at all on 
what Chicago will have to spend but. 
on what Chicago must dor In the 
phrases of the Chicago plan commis- 
sion this project is called “the lake 
front park plan.” THE TRIBUNE pre- 
fers the designation 9f “south shore- 
south park plan,” given in “ THe TRIB- 
UNE’s platform for Chicago,” because it 
is at-once more spacious and more defi- 
nite. 

In the minds of the present and the 
immediately preceding generation of 
Chicagoans “lake front park a means 
only @ besmirched and smoke laden 
strip extending from Randolph street 
to Twelfth street. In area merely, the 
proposed lake front park extension and 
improvement mean five times as much 
as old lake front park meant, and in 
possibilities of usefulness, beauty, 
health, and recreation they mean im- 
measurably more.

A soldier, sailor, or marine cannot, by rea- 
son of his service in the present war, make 
a homestead entry by agent or file a soldier's 
declaratory statement. - If he has a family 
(which is restricted to his wife and minor 
children) residing upon the land to be entered 
he may execute his application before his 

commanding officer and the residence, cultiva- 

tion, and improvements performed by his 
family will be held to) constitute compliance 
with the law on his part as though he were 
personally present unoOn the land. If, how- 

ever, he has no family and did not initiate a 
claim to the land by settlement or by contest-* 
ing a prior entry before entering the military 

or naval service an adult can make a home-

McCarthy Hears Attack. 


Throughout the afternoon session 
McCarthy heard himself denounced by 
counsel for Mrs. McCarthy.

WOMEN 
LOWER 
POULTRY PRIGES 


Committee Charges 
proper Methods of 
"Selling. 


Chicago’s business women are to 
make a campaign to lower the price of 
poultry. This is an addition to'a recent 
| agitation to lower the price of butter 
and eggs, which has already borne 
fruit, according to an announcement 
made yesterday at a meeting of the 
Chicago Woman’s Association of Com. 
merce at the Morrison hotel by Mrs. 
Sophia E. Delavan, its president. : 

A committee had been appointed to 
consider the butter, egg, and poultry 
situation, and its chairman, Mrs. Addie 
F. Homrighous, made a report. This 
asserted that cold storage products are 
being generally sold as “ strictly fresh ” 
and also that eggs are seemingly grad- 
ed according to the fancy of .the sellers, 
without much regard to differences in 
quality. The report also declared a 
large quantity of poultry is now in 
storage, with the 
advancing sharply. 


Substitutes Suggested. 
Mrs. Jean Prescott Adams, director 
of the department of food economics 
of Armour & Co., told of substitutes 


stitute for eggs, replacing their neces- 
sary dietetic elements better than any- 
thing else. At present prices milk can 
supply the necessary food elements 
at about half the cost of eggs. She 
predicted a great beef shortage and 
prophesied meat pricés would remain 
high. 

John B. Newman, superintendent of. 
the Illinois state bureau of food inspec- 
tion, urged the of codld storage 
food as a price stabilizer. This food, 
he said, is as good as fresh food. He 
ad@vised the purchase of “ stiff” poultry 
and fish—before they are thawed out. 
They should be thawed at home, in 
cold water, he said, and then promptly 
cooked. 

Defends Cold Storage. 
E, N. Craig, head of the produce de- 


cated the popular prejudice against 
cold storage products. Replying to 
questions from Mrs. Delavan, he de- 
nied that there are any eggs in cold 
storage unknown to the government 
food authorities, and also that there is 
butter, eggs, or poultry in storage 
under other nemes. Asked as to a re- 
port that American butter is selling 
in London at 50 cents per pound, 
against much higher prices in Chi- 
cago, he said this might be owing to 
the United States government having 
commandeered 60 per cent of the but- 
ter in storage last summer to help the 
foreign supply. . | 


: U. S. Orders Ignored. 

Scores of violations of the food ad- 
ministration’s regulations concerning 
the posting of “fair price” lists are 
reported by the American Protective 
league. Numerous suburbs, where the 
method of transacting business in fre- 
tail stores has been carefully checked 
up’ by members of the league, only in 
isolated instances have the advantage 
of the posting of the lists.

Vegetable Cookery Primitive. 


Over and over again, and all through 
the year, women say to me, “ My hus- 
band does not like vegetables My 
children will not eat vegetables.” — 
The latter statement was made to 
me just the other day, in a charming 
home. We were at the dinner table. 
The roasted chicken had a béautiful 
glaze. The mashed potato was fair. 
The bread was excellent, but just one 
taste of the caulifiower iu cregm sauce 
aimost made me sick. 
It had been cooked too long. so was 
pink instead of white as mi'k. It had 
been cooked in too much water, xo 
was flat of flavor. That flatness had 
not beer relieved by letting it stand 
in a well made and delicately seasoned 
white sauce until the blend would put 
back some of the lost q:ta’'ty. Instead 
the wretched sauce hai been poured 
around that wretched veyetable after 
it was placed in the d‘sh. 
Though almost a vegetarian myself 
I would go without veeotables entirely 
if I had to eat anyth‘ng like that 
The water in vegetables and the 
bulk of vegetables we need for health.

“An open market for steel products has 


come in the last week, various forms of fin- 


ished steal having. sold at from $4.00 to 
$6.00 a ton below the government maximum 
prices established for the last quarter of the 


year. This scale of reductions was provided 
for in the price schedule which the genera] 


committee of steel manufacturers took to 
Washington Dec. 11 for ite final conference 
with the committee of the War Industries 


board. 


“The new prices were not announced at 


the conference, as the government repre- 


sentatives had decided beforehand that no WORKERS 
discussion of prices would take place. They 


were given out after the meeting, however, 
and on the day following a Youngstown com- 


pany offered to sell No. 28 black sheets at 
4.70c, galvanized sheets at 6.05c, plates at
